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CHICK  PRODUCTION 

The  October  broiler-type  hatch  totaled  238  million  chicks,  according  to  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  was  11  percent  above  October  1968.  The  January-October 
hatch  was  up  7  percent  from  the  same  period  last  year.  Broiler- type  eggs  in  incu- 
bators on  November  1  were  11  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 

Egg-type  chicks  hatched  during  October  totaled  kO  million,  down  1  percent 
from  a  year  earlier.  Increases  by  regions  were:  West  North  Central,  27  percent; 
and  North  Atlantic,  3  percent.  Declines  were:  South  Atlantic  and  West,  7  percent; 
East  North  Central,  h  percent;  and  South  Central,  2  percent.  The  January-October 
hatch  was  up  2  percent  from  a  year  earlier.  Egg- type  eggs  in  incubators  on 
November  1  were  11  percent  under  a  year  ago. 

POULT  PRODUCTION 

The  hatch  of  all  breeds  of  poults  during  October  totaled  1,673,000,  down  26 
percent  from  a  year  earlier.  Heavy  breed  hatch  at  906,000  was  down  27  percent 
while  light  breed  hatch  at  767,000  was  down  25  percent.  During  the  first  10 
months  of  1969,  hatch  of  all  breeds  totaled- l-©9r39T^00O,'"~ap"T|ss  than  one-half 
of  1  percent  from  the  same  period  lajst  KfptlWI  '^Tuprkey  egg's  ;  in  Incubators  on 
November  1  were  1  percent  above  a  year  earlier.
